I purpose to relate some of my ex- 


perience in the- use of South Carolina 
.rook,, ground; fine,;i-Gerp»afl%:mHriate 
potash salts, and plaster to increase the 
burn manure- pUe, and as ingredients 
for the compost heap. It te nearly 
fifteen, years that 1 first began in a 
smart way to nse the above-named 
minerals for manurial purposes on my 
littla farm, and carefully to note their 
effect OB different cropa, which effect 
was generally 'favorable. In sntbje- 
qnent years I h*re' increased the quan- 
tity tilL tor, several, years, I haye an- 
nually nsed one toil of South Carolina 
rook," ground1 fine,- half' :a ton of - the 
German muriate salts and hall a ton oi 
plaster. It Kas been my costom to mix 
them all toe&ttor in the' proportion' oi 
two parts of the rock, one part of the 
German muriate salts and ope part oi 
plaster, by weight. Before applying, I 
also make the pile somewhat damp to 
prevent the wind from blowing them 
away while sowing broadcast on the 
landV But oare must be taken not to 
wet the pile so mud* as to, reader the 
ingredients Inmpy and sticky; I think 
it also improves them to remain in the 
heap a fortnight or more before being 
applied. 
. - . ' • • ' 
I have used four hundred weight ol 


the mixture above named with good 
results as a top-dressing for an acre of 
mowing land, to be followed the next 
year with a light dressing of barn com- 
post, thia to be followed the next year 
by the chemical dressing, and so on in 
alternate years. 
This mowing field 


has been used to grow grass for hay 
foe more thaa fifty years since it has 
been in my possession, undisturbed by 
the plow. It used to be treated once 
in about three years to a fair top-dress- 
ing of barn compost, pat on about the 
middle of October. It has more than 
doubled its product of hay since I have 
treated it annually with the barn com- 
post and chemicals, yielding two crops 
annually. 


I have used these chemicals also as t 


dressing for corn, where ttere was t 
good, stiff vegetable sod to plow down 
with them, without any other dressing, 
with good results of crop. 
But tiu 
better way to use them is as a partial 
dressing in unison with coarse, greet 
barn-munare. My metiiocl is to sovi 
them broadcast on. sod, aud early it 
the spring, as soon as the snow is oft; 
and also spread on the dressing oi 
green barn-manure; then let then 
both lie on the surface sod to get th« 
benefit of the late froste and rains oi 
spring (the sod also will, be greatlj 
benefited by this course), till just be- 
iore time to plant, when they should 
all be plowed down. together; the 
coarse manure will then form the bot- 
tom stratum of the seed bed, the nexl 
will be the dressing of chemicals, and 
lastly the inverted sod, with all the 
young green grass that has sprang up 
and grown out of it in early spring to 
the time it was plowed down. This 
makes the best seed-bed for corn on 
my land, to be followed by a crop oi 
winter-rye, and tKen seeded to grass 
without disturbing the inverted sod 
during the whole rotation, that I have 
discovered. 
After taking off about 


two crops of grass, the same rotation 
is to be repeated. Where the active 
soil is not deep enough to secure the 
crop against the adverse influence of a 
'hot, dronthy season, it should be grad- 
ually deepened at the commencement 
•of each subsequent rotation, and made 
correspondingly rich to repletion with 
vegetable or organic matter. 


Pursuing UJe above method with my 


corn crop through three rotations on 
the same land, it is now annually at 
least double the amount it was twelve 
years ago, and the fertility of the soil 
las been increased in Hke proportion. 
I think also the fertilizers referred to 
have been a very important factor in 
bringing about these good results. 
The manure pile also is greatly en- 
larged.—Royal Sndt/t, in Country Qen- 
OeSau.

Valuable Hints for Farmers' Wives 


In Butter- MaJtmg. 


Tbe old-l«Bhioned "up and down" 


dash churns of our mothers are fast 
being consigned to the oblivion they 
deserve.. Whatever kind of chum you 
may use, don't use one that has any 
dash, paddle or any inside arrange- 
ment. 
The common barrel or box 


churns are built on the right principle, 
though 1 am somewhat partial to the 
"rectangular." The usual direction in 
regard to the proper temperature for 
churning is to churn at sixty-two de- 
grees. Bat 8om« allowance should be 
made for the season of the year, and the 
temperature of the room in which the 
churning is done. In summer, if the 
room and day are warm, it may be 
commenced at sixty degrees; while in 
winter, in a cool room, sixty-five de- 
grees U not too warm. Prepare your 
churn by tirat scalding with hot water, 
then rinsing with cold. Before putting 
in the churn, or immediately after, the 
coloring is to be added, as but few 
herds of common cows, except in the 
early summer, make butter yellow 
enough for city market. Each dairy- 
man must find out for himself how 
much is needed by his cream. Put in 
enough so the butter will be of a bright 
straw color. 
The churn should be 


turned at about seventy revolutions per 
minute; and if proper directions have 
been followed, and there is a good pro- 
portion of fresh cows in the nerd, the 
butter will come in thirty minutes. 
When the first "swish" of the butter- 
milk is heard, stop churning. The but- 
ter will then be found floating in the 
buttermilk in small pellets, about as 
large as1 a mustard seed, aad larger. 
The buttermilk should now be drawn 
off into a buttermilk strainer. Some 
butter will come with. the milk, but 
this can be returned to the chnrn.

Court tvas not crowded yesterday, and 
the damp dark weather seemed to have a 
a depressing effect on the spirits of those 
In attendance. 
Some came to see the 


prisoner, and after a stay ot a few min- 
utes, went anay. About a dozen women 
of the morbidly sensational type were in 
attendance, and In spite of the damning 
evidence against the defendant, It was 
«asy to nee that the majority ol them 
eympathbed with him and hoped that the 
jury would not be hard-hearted enough to 
return a verdict of guilty. 


The great bulk of the audience came to 


listen to tbe eloquence oi counsel, each 
cue of whom appeared to have his partic- 
ular admiiere. A delegation of Twelfth 
warders were present, -anxious to hear 
the spread eagle stump oratory of John 
I. Martin, and a number of railroad men 
were ready to listen to Marshall V. Mc- 
Donald's bitter eloquence. 


The admirers of the counsel for the de- 


fense were eager to hear them denounce 
the fraud practiced upon the grand jury 
by the assistant circuit attorney and the 
unreliability of the testimony of a witness 
who wonld ajtoop to such methods; while 
those friendly to the state pictured to

« trunk, and the third that|whlle In the 
perpetration of a robbery he killed Prel- 
ler by some means unknown to the grand 
jury. 


He then Instructed the jury that if they 


believed that on April fi, 1885, or any 
time prior to the finding oi the indict- 
ment, Maxwell killed Preller, as charged 
in any of the counts of the Indictment, 
they must find Mm guilty ol murdei In 
the nrst degree 
The court further in- 


structed the jury that in consldeilng the 
term "deliberately," they must consider 
that in this case there Is no evidence of 
passion or lawful provocation. 


If the defendant administered chloro- 


form to Preller iccklessly and carelessly, 
but without Intent to kill, the verdict 
should be murder In the fourth degree, 
and II he was treating Preller for dlseasu, 
with Preller's consent and with propei 
caie, the jury should acquit.

Til) Ex-Grand Sachem ot Tammany 


Passes Quietly Away In th* Pres- 


ence ot His Family. 


NFW YORK, June 1.—John Kelly died 


at 3:30 p. m. 


NEV» YORK, June 2.—Dr. Edward J 


Keycs and Dr. Alexander, who have con- 
stantly attended Mr. Kelly, saw two days 
ago that he could not last much longer. 
Mr Kelly also knew that death was near. 
On Monday he spoke calmly ol It to Ot. 
Keyes 
The cause of his death, the 


physicians say, was general failure ot 
nene, voice and vitality, without the 
breaking down of any organ. There was 
no special disease. His breaking down 
was caused by overwork. 


Apparently he was getting stronger 


abont three weeks ago, but about one 
week from Sunday he suddenly showed 
signs of a change for the worse. At one 
o'clock Monday morning the nurse noticed 
that Mr. Kelly had great difficulty 
In 


breathing. He sent for Rev. Father J 
R Meagher. He administered the sacra- 
ment of extreme unction, and no one 
thought that the dying man would see 
tbe return of day. but toward dawn be 
grew easier and during the day he 
walked abont his room leaning on his 
nurse. 


At ten o'clock Monday night be went 


te bed, and never rose Irom it. When 
Dr Key s called on him daring the after- 
noon he smiled and said that he knew the 
end was near 


LATEB. 


Mr Kelly died at 3 20 p. m. Tbe funer- 


al ceremonies will take place Saturday at 
the cathedral. The funeral will be strict- 
ly private, in accordance with Mr. Kelly's 
expressed wish. 


AU his immediate family were about 
his bed side, and the end was painless 
and peaceful 
It was Impossible to tell 


when he ceased to breathe, so gradual 
was the fading away of his life, and up to

Colossal Figures—Tha Wheat Supply of 


the World. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—Acting Com' 


missioner of Agriculture Neablt yester- 
day transmitted to the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives a reply to a 
resolution of the House making Inquir- 
ies concerning the stock of corn and 
wheat In this and other countries', tbe 
demands oi consumption and prospects 
of production throughout the norld dur- 
ing the present season The report shows 
that the world's product of wheat in 
1385 was 2,110,000,000 bushels, the re- 
quirements 
for 
consumption 
be- 


ing 2,166,000,000 bushels, leaving a de- 
ficiency of 55,000,000 bunhels to be drawn 
from the previous yeai's surplus of 125,- 
000,000 bushels. It finds the product of 
Europe, South America, India and \us- 
tralla large, and a heavy reduction in the 
United States 
For the supply of the 


coming year the crops of Australia, India 
and South America, already harvested 
are probably but £,000,000 bushels less 
than those of last ycai, while those of 
the Uiiltetl States promises fully 100,000, 
000 bushels more than the harvest of 1885

MONTREAL, Can , June 1 —The real

The state executive committee, through 


A. O. Cameron, reported that during the 
past year the attempt to pass the anti- 
prison contract labor bill had been a 
failure, and that no action had been tak- 
en on the truck and child labor bills. The 
report read. "The comparative failure 
of the recent demand for the reception 
of the 8-hour system must have convinced 
the most skeptical that it is a virtual im- 
possibility for any city or state to adopt it, 
and successfully or permanently compete 
with other sections of the country where 
ten hours are considered a day's work, 
and contracts all entered into on th;s ba- 
sis," The chairman suggested that the 
convention should confine itself to secur- 
ing the adoption ot two or three practical 
measures, the attainment of which are 
within its grasp; such action will re- 
dound more to the material interests of 
the laboring classes. It was urged that 
every man vote for "the proposed amend- 
ment to the constitution forbidding the 
pernicious prison contract system.
